Apply parking brake

Apply auxiliary brake (push and hold)

Activate Aerial Master switch and Aerial PTO

Aerial master switch will illuminate designating aerial ready.

Initiate outrigger stabilization:

Led lights will activate when
outrigger fully deployed and
grounded.
